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European  Baptist  Union  Launched  At  London 
McCall  Objects  To  Race  Prejudice  Charge 
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LONDON  —(BP)—  Dr.  Duke  K.  Mc¬ 
Call,  executive  secretary  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  Executive 
Committee,  has  objected  to  a  pub¬ 
lished  charge  that  racial  prejudice 
caused  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  to  refuse  participation  in  the 
World  Council  of  Churches. 

Dr.  McCall  is  in  London  attending  a 
meeting  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance 
Executive  Committee.  The  statement 
to  which  he  objected  was  made  by 
Dr.  Henry  Smith  Leiper,  associate 
general  secretary  o(  the  World  Council 
of  Churches,  as  he  left  New  York,  Au¬ 
gust  6  for  Amsterdam  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  Council,  and  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  New  Tofk  Times. 

“It  is  anfortanate,  to  say  the  least,” 
Dr.  McCall  asserted,  “that  low  mo¬ 
tives  should  be  ascribed  specificaily  or 
by  implication  to  those  religions  bodies 
which  have  not  Joined  the  World 
Council. 

.The  Wrong  Course 

“That  is  not  the  course  to  strength¬ 
en  the  ties  of  fellowship  between 
evangelical  Christians.  Rather  it  will 
destroy  the  genuine  good  will  whiett 
existed  prior  to  any  ‘ecumenical  move¬ 
ment.*  “  the  Southern  Baptist  leader 
charged. 

Dr.  McCall  said  that  “this  good  will 
in  the  hearts  of  individual  Christians 
is  far  more  Important  than  any  me¬ 
chanical,  organizational  ties.” 

The  published  statement  to  which 
Dr.  McCall  objected  quoted  Dr.  Leiper 
as  expressing  belief  that  refusal  of 
the  body  to  follow  the  general  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  council  regarding  races 
and  nationalities  —  a  natural  deci¬ 
sion  to  make  since  two-thirds  of  the 
human  race  is  not  of  the  Caucasian 
race." 

Dr.  McCall  said  here  that  he  and 
Dr.  Leiper  conferred  aboard  the  Queen

BWA  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  PLANS  REHABILITATION 

Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  var¬ 
ious  national  Baptist  Unions  compare 
with  the  SBC’s  state  conventions. 

The  Union  was  launched  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance 
Executive  Committee  here,  at  which 
19  countries  were  represented.  The 
European  Union  will  be  independent 
of  the  Alliance,  excepting  as  Baptist 
bodies  cooperate  with  the  world  group. 

Also  organized  was  a  European  Bap¬ 
tist  Women's  Union,  stimulated  by  a 
recreated  women’s  committee  of  the 
Alliance. 

Relief  and  Rehabilitation 
Report  reaching  the  Alliance  indi¬ 
cated  that  relief  will  be  needed  by 
Europeans  desperately  this  coming 
winter,  but  that  the  needs  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  diminish  thereafter. 

The  Alliance  group,  in  compliance 
with  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  R. 
Paul  Caudill  of  Memphis,  chairman 
of  its  relief  committee,  made  plans 
for  relief  this  winter  to  countries  be¬ 
hind  the  Iron  Curtain,  including  Po- 
,land,  Hungary,  and  the  Balkans,  with 
Germany  and  Austria  slated  as  main 
recipients.  Relief  materials  will  be  dis¬ 
tributed  through  Baptist  channels. 

Emphasis  was  given  to  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  seminaries  on  the  Continent, 
with  Southern  Baptists  asked  to  build 
a  Seminary  at  Geneva  or  Zurich  to  be

0(X),000  and  4,000,000.

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World  Churches  Launch 
Meeting  At  Amsterdam 

Amsterdam,  Aug.  22  —  The  first 
international  assembly  of  the  World 
Council  of  churches  opened  in  Ams¬ 
terdam’s  historic  New  Church  to¬ 
day  with  representation  of  150 
churches  from  42  nations  attending 
the  conclave. 

^The  opening  of  the  momentous  as¬ 
sembly  aimed  at  moulding  together 
as  many  church  elements  as  possible 
was  marked  by  the  pealing  of  bells  in 
the  towers  of  every  Protestant  church 
in  The  Netherlands  for  15  minutes. 

The  meeting  of  representatives  of 
150  Protestant  and  orthodox  churchee 
will  last  until  Sept.  4. 

Among  the  speakers  at  today’s  ini¬ 
tial  session  were  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury.  DrJ  Geoffrey  Fisher  and 
Dr.  John  R.  Mott  of  toe  United  States, 
a  pioneer  leader  in  the  international 
YMCA.

ADVANCE  IN  LATIN  AMERICA 
By  Everett  Gill,  Jr,,  Secretary  for 
Latin  America 

Latin  America, 
untouched  by  the 
ravages  of  war, 
presents  one  of  our 
major  missionary 
opportunities  for 
advance.  In  fact, 
the  advance  has 
already  begun  on  a 
small  scale. 

however.  Southern  Baptists 
should  awaken  to  the  unparalleled 
needs  of  a  lost  world  now,  and  make 
possible  the  great  forward  advance 
proposed  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  how  much  it  would  mean  to 
our  work  in  the  ten  republics  of  Mex¬ 
ico,  Central  and  South  America,  where 
we  labor!  A  few  of  these  possibilities 
are  mentioned. 

1.  This  Advance  will  insure  an  en¬ 
largement  of  our  missionary  staff  en¬ 
gaged  exclosively  in  field  evangelism. 
This  basic  work  of  our  missionaries 
includes  the  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
the  winning  of  the  converts,  the  estab¬ 
lishing  and  developing  of  New  Testa¬ 
ment  churches.  Twenty-five  large 
centers  have  only  one  missionary  cou¬ 
ple  each.  Among  them  are  Bogota 
(population  300,000),  capital  city  of 
Columbia;  Cordoba  (population  285,- 
000),  a  great  university  center  of 
Argentina;  Guadalajara  (population 
200,000),  old  Spanish  colonial  center 
of  Mexico.  The  Advance  Program  will 
enable  us  to  place  {rom  two  to  three 
couples  In  each  of  these  strategic  cen¬ 
ters.  This  will  enable  them  to  divide 
the  work  between  the  large  city  in 


which  they  are  located,  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  province  or  state. 

2.  This  Advance  will  Insure  the  en¬ 
tering  of  whole  nations  which  need 
our  message  and  missionaries.  Among 
them  are  Honduras,  Venezuela,  Ecua¬ 
dor,  and  Peru.  Ecuador  has  no  major 
Evangelical  denomination  within  its 
borders.  Quito,  Ecuador,  and  Lima, 
Peru,  both  capital  cities,  should  have 
missionary  staffs  of  three  or  more 
couples  each,  with  funds  available  for 
the  erection  of  strategically  located 
churches  and  schools.  The  Advance 
Program  will  enable  us  to  do  this.  The 
doors  are  wide  open  now,  but  the  Ro¬ 
man  Church  Is'  also  on  the  march  and 
determined  to  halt  this  Advance  of 
the  gospel  in  Latin  America.  It  may 
be  now  or  never. 

3.  This  Advance  will  insure  the 
opening  of -a  Baptist  Mission  among 
the  15,000,000  Andean  Indians  who 
constitute  one  of  the  world’s  mast 
tragic  peoples.  Such  a  project  would 
include  a  program  of  preaching,  teach¬ 
ing  and  healing.  It  would  mean  the 
purchasing  of  a  plantation  In  Euca- 
dor  or  Peru  on  which  hundreds  of 
Indians  would  be  living.  The  mis¬ 
sionary  staff  should  Include  two  evan¬ 
gelistic  couples;  a  doctor  and  two 
nurses;  two  single  school  teachers; 
and  probably  an  agricultural  man  to 
run  the  farm  and  teach  the  rudiments 
of  simple  agriculture. 

Whole  nations  without  a  Baptist 
witness!  Millions  of  people  who  never 
heard  the  pure  gospel!  Doors  flung 
wide  open  waiting  for  us  to  enter! 
This  Is  the  spiritual  opportunity  of 
the  Advance  Program.

Acts 

I.  A  LESSON  IN  SNOOURAOEMENT. 
Here  ’..'as  a  man  who  had  woo  lor  him¬ 
self  a  dread  name  as  a  peraecutor  of  the 
church  of  the  Risen  Christ,  smitten  bUnd 
by  the  Christ  whom  he  had  persecuted, 
helpless  iB  a  dty  far  from  home,  cut  off 
by  bis  converaton  from  all  the  friends 
of  his  former  days  a4.d  looked  upon  with 
fear  by  the  people  with  whom  he  must 
henceforth  fraternise,  having  no  friends 
among  them,  and  utterly  at  sea  as  to 
what  his  next  step  should  be.  Bewildered 
and  dlsUlusiooed  and  groping  In  literal 
"blindness.  Saul  was  in  dire  need  of  some¬ 
one  to  guide  him  In  the  next  steps  in 
the  new  life.  To  thk  man  comes  another 
of  whom  little  Is  known  except  that  he 
brought  this  man  encouragement.  What 
do  you  suppose  Ananias  would  have 
thought  had  he  known  that  within  twenty- 
five  years  from  the  day  he  encouraged 
Saul  he  would  have  become  the  greatest 
protagonist  of  the  ChrlsUan  religion  in 
the  world,  of  that  day  not  only,  but  of 
every  day  the  Lord  should  come 

to  earth  again?  Not  knowing  that.  Anan¬ 
ias  spoke  kindly  and  encouragingly  to 
this  man  in  so  sorry  a  plight,  and  there¬ 
by  gave  us  an  example  of  bow  we 
may  be  of  great  value  to  the  -Lord.  The 
lad  or  lass  you  may  think  rather  lightly 
of  may  be  designed  by  the  Lord  of 
life  to  occupy  a  great  place  In  his  plan. 
And  whether  the  place  the  L^rd  designs 
for  anyone  impresses  you  or  me  as 
great  be  very  sure  that  It  Is  great  In 
the  sign  of  the  eternal  or  He  would 
never  have  plaimed  R  at  all. 
n.  HOW  CHRIST  OCT  THE  VICTORY 
_  OVER  AUL  HIS  ENEMIES.  Acts  9;  1-9. 

~  He  did  It  by  making  a  prisoner  of  their 
key-man.  This  Saul  stood  as  the  em¬ 
bodiment  of  the  world's  opposition  to  the 
claims  of  Christ.  It  would  be  a  waste  of 
time  to  seek  here  to  catalogue  dte  abili¬ 
ties  and  accomplishments  of  this  Intrepid 
msn. 

Measured  by  every  standard  with 
which  cast  the  dimensions  of  the  great, 
Sanl  of  Tarsus  bulks  big  incomparably 
among  the  sons  of  men.  To  balk  this 
man  in  his  determined  and  tremendous 
efforts  to  bring  the  Christian  movement 
to  naught,  and  to  Impel  him  to  an 
about-face  that  turned  all  his  Incom¬ 
parable  abilities  and  unflagging  zeal 
into  the  prosecution  of  the  movement 
whose  progress  he  had  sought  to  Mock 
was  a  double  victory  for  Jesus,  which 
gave  Him  at  once  a  servant  before  the 
mighty  Umists  of  wrhose  gallant  sword 
no  enemy  has  since  been  able  to  stand.

So  Aaanlas 
was  choseo  by  the  Lord  to  do  this  tre- 
Btendeas  thiag — baptise  and  enroarage 
Saal  as  a  trstimoay  of  bio  sarreader  to 
the  Lord  and  of  his  williag  entrance  upon 
the  duties  of  a  follower  of  the  erstwhile 
hated  Nasarene.  Thia  wao  a  great  thing 
Auanias  was  railed  to  do.  and  the  qnrs- 
tiou  at  oner  obtrudes  HaeM,  “Why  shoaM 
the  Lord  pick  AnaaiaaT  wna  he  the  only 
man  the  Lord  hhd  np  there  and,  iienre, 
the  best  the  Lord  could  do? 

Sometimes,  no  doubt,  the  Lord  ta  re¬ 
duced  to  the  necessity  of  using  a  given 
man  because  that  man  is  the  only  one 
available  to  the  Lord  at  the  time.  But 
you  win  notice  that  the  Lord  manages  to 
do  a  very  fine  work  through  some  men 
that  you  would,  not  pick  at  all.  But  we 
learn  elsewhere  (Acts  22:13)  that  i^nan- 
ias  wras  a  devout  man.  The  Lord  n.sea 
to  the  greatest  effect  such  men  as  are 
devout.  He  has  been  knoam  to  take  a 
worldly,  carefree  mao  and  make  him 
to  become  devout.  The  devout  man  praya.

tion.  “Go  to  Ssnl.”  “T  sm  afraid  of  this 
man?  Ssnl.  He  has  wrongM  terribie 
havoc  among  Thy  foBowers,  and  we  have 
heard  that  he  is  now  conm  here  with 
warrants  for  the  arrest  of  all  of  ns.”  “He 
is  praying  now.  Too  oeed  not  fear  him. 
I  have  chosen  him  that  te  may  lemm  how 
mnch  he  ommI  snfler  for  my  naose’s 
sake.”  So  Anhaias  came  to  Sanl.  thinking 
that  no  barm  of  any  sort  conM  coosc  to 
a  maa  who  was  in  the  place  where  the 
Lord  had  sent  him. 

I  said  something  in  that  sentence,  did 
you  nottce  it?  No  barm  comes  to  a  man 
in  any  place  where  the  Lord  has  sent 
him.  And  wKen  Ananias  ,came  where 
Saul  was  be  just  went  np  to  him  and 
said.  “Brother  Saul,  our  Lord  has  sent 
me  to  you.”  When  you  can  tell  a  man 
or  wofnan  that,  you  can  mi  that  man 
or  woman  anything  eloe  the  Lord  told 
you  to  tell,  and  you  can  tell  U  boldly 
and  with  no  least  fear  of  the  conse- 
Ananias  had  to  speak,  but  those  words 
Ananias  h  sd  to  apeak,  but  thane  words 
rang  in  the  ears  of  the  greatest  living 
man  with  the  voice  of  the  trump  of  Ood. 
They  pronounced  the  end  of  an  epoch  in 
his  life  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  one: 
they  sounded. taps  over  the  grave  of  a 
dead  past  and  the  reveille  to  a  redolent 
future,  a  clarion  call  to  ardent  strug¬ 
gles  on  far-flung  battle  lines. 
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Dr.  Goraon  Palmer  haa  retirea  as 
president  ol  the  Eastern  Baptist  Ttieolo- 
glcal  Seminary.

A  VISIT  TO  KANSAS

It  was  my  privilege  on  a  recent 
visit  to  the  Western  States  to  return 
by  way  of  Kansas  and  to  visit  with 
the  brethren  and  churches  of  the 
newly  re  cognized  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  of  Kansas. 

We  enjoyed  the  fellowship  with  the 
brethren  and  were  appreciative  of 
their  vigorous,  evangelistic  spirit  and 
the  aggressive  program  in  their 
churches.  ’The  state  secretary.  Rev.  N. 
J.  Westmoreland,  is  a  fine,  capable 
leader  for  this  group  of  Baptist 
brethren  and  churches.  He  Is  a  tire¬ 
less  worker  and  endeavors  to  as-slst 
them  In  every  problem  and  work  of 
the  individual  churches  as  well  as  the 
associations  and  the  state  conven¬ 
tion. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  of 
Kansas  consists  of  four  associations 
at  present  with  their  state  Baptist 
lieadquarters  located  at  Wichita,  Kan¬ 
sas,  which  is  in  the  South  Central 
Association,  and  has  ten  churches. 
’The  Southeastern  Association  also  has 
ten  churches;  and  the  other  two — 
Wheatland  and  George  Truett  Me¬ 
morial  Association  —  have  seven 
churches  each. 

There  are  also^  three  other  churches 
outside  the  boiinds  of  these  associa¬ 
tions  as  yet — one  in  the  extreme  west¬ 
ern  part  of  the  state  anrf  two  in  the 
extreme  southeastern  part.  This 
makes  a  total  of  thirty-seven  church¬ 
es  cooperatlqg  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  Kansas.  A 
number  of  these  churches  have  been 
affiliated  wrlth  associations  and  con¬ 
ventions  in  Southern  Baptist  work 
for  many  years,  but  have  now  with¬ 
drawn  from  their  former  affiliations 
to  become  a  part  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Katmas  Convention. 

The  president  of  the  Karrsas  Con¬ 
vention  of  Southern  Baptists  is  Ber. 
Ray  Walker. 

The  convention  has  a  paper  which 
la  edited  by  Rev.  Orbie  R.  Clem,  who 
Is  also  vice  president  of  the  state  con¬ 
vention.  These  brethren  have  a  rather 
ambitious  mission  program  and  are 
striving  to  make  an  equitable  division 
of  their  mission  funds  between  their 
own  work  and  aouthwide  work
